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QUINTE BEEF CARCASS 
COMPETITION : 


‘The first major marketing study 


has ‘been successfully completed by 
the Beef Improvement people in the 
Quinte Region. This was carried out 
in the form of a carcass competition 


“with all possible information heing 


provided. The program orignated with 
the Hastings and Prince Edward Beef 
Improvement Association. To this was 
added the support of Northumberland, 
Lennox and Addington and Fronten- 
luc. It ended up with 20 steers being 
assembled on the évening of July 28, 
1969. They were taken to Toronto and 
processed at Canada Patkers. On 
Thursday, July 31st, a bus load, in- 
cluding the exhibitors, visited the 
plant to see the finished product and 
to study the differences that ocetr In 
various types of cattle and methods 
of feeding. 

The end result proved very incerest- 
ing. The top steer was an Angus en- 
tered by Carl Clayton of Hay Bay 
Farms at Sillaville. This steer had a 
minimum shrink of 20 Ibs. in transit. 


It weighed 970 lbs. before slaughter | 


and dressed at 552 Ibs., for a yield of 
56.9 per cent. It was 4 Red Brand 
steer and it took the top prize money 
offered in the competition. Second 
place went to Joe Lean of Cobourg. 
Third to Gordon Macklin of Cobourg. 
Fourth to Donald Clarke of Kingston. 
Hay Bay Farms also took 5th prize.

To add further interest to the com- 
petition, 4 class of four steers was 
judged at the collection point, prior 
to shipment. Those taking part were 
asked to place the four steers in the 
order that they would hang up 45 
carcasses. They were also asked to 
estimate the placing percentages of 
the steers involved.

(The Telegram) 

OTTAWA (CP) —- A joint federal- 
provincial approach to water conser- 
‘vation, requiring the polluters of wa- 
ter to pay for correcting the damage 
‘done, is being prepared by the Feder- 
al Government. ” 

A policy statement embodying the 
proposals is expécted to be issued soon 
by Otto Lang, minister in charge of 
energy and resources. It is understood 
the statement proposes a new Canada 
Water Act replacing the 1953 Canada 
Water Conservation Act, which has 
proved to’ be too restrictive for gener- 
al application. 

Under the new. plan, informants 
say, the Federal Government will try 
to establish intergovernmental com- 
mittees composed of féderal and pro- 
vincial officials to examine all water 
pollution problems. 

The joint. approach would get 
around the jurisdictional problem of 
detérmining which lakes and rivers 


are of federal concern and which are | 


provincial. 

Individual areas of pollution con- 
trol, 
would’ be governed by water quality 


! pointed by the two levels of govern- 


ment and representing local interests. 
Each would be an independent cor- 
poration, with its headquarters in its 
own area of concern. 

These. bodies would be empowered 
to determine what needs to be done 
to overcome pollution, and to set feés 
for industries or others using water 
for the disposal of their waste pro- 
ducts. 

The fees would be sufficient to 
cover the cost of overcaming pollu- 
tion. They would also encourage in-

FREAK TWISTER 
HITS FARM 


It was only late last week that Mrs, 
Douglas Sills, ninth concession, Thur- 
low Township, noted how lucky was 
the Quinte area — unplagued by hur- 
ricanes and tornadoes. 

But today she ‘s not quite so sure. 
| Sunday about 2:00 a.m., a freak 
twister cut a 50-foot swath across the 
Sills’ farm, missing their house by 
only feet, but carrying away hen- 
house, driveshed, the roof of their silo, 
and heavily damaging their barn. 

| The roof of the Silo was carried 
across’ several fields and dumped in 
a neighbour's grainfield almost half a 
mile away. 

A tractor plow weighing easily a 
half ton was thrown 30 feet, and an 
extension ladder was picked up off 
the barnyard and deposited unharmed 
in a cornfield 80 rodg away. 

A neighbour’s new field cultivator 
parked within feet of the Sills’ plow, 
was untouched. 

Two big maple trees.near the Sills 

é were ripped out by the twister 
and tossed across the road, completely 
blocking traffic. A section of the Sills 
spruce windbreak was also ripped out. 

Mrs. Sills gave credit to the wind- 
break for saving the family residence. 
| “If it hadn't been for the wind- 
break I am sure the house would have 
been damaged”, she said. 

Mrs. Sills was the only one of the 


family to hear all of the twister’s at- 


tack, 

She said she was awakened by the 
noise of the wind and got up to shut 
a window, ' 

‘“Vhe noise got louder and louder — 
just like an approaching freight 
train”. 


She héard the twister smash the 


roadside trees. and the windbreak, 
then sweep across the barnyard. 

The noise of the twister lasted. only 

two minutes —- then there was com- 
plete silence. | 
{ , The twister startled Mr. Sills and 
the four children out of their sleep, 
but none of the neighbours heard the 
storm, ' 

Half the steel shingles were ripped 
off the Sills’ barn and the barn frame 
was shifted on its foundation. 

Neighbours and township road per- 
sonnel are assisting in cleaning up 
the damage, while carpenters are at 
work repairing the barn,

\ York River, failed to produce a single 
| Carp; therefore, there is the chance 
that these fish have not yet migrated 
lout of Banner Lake. 

The significance of Carp appearing 


/in Banner Lake is of course the fact 


| that there is nothing to prevent them 

from moving out of the lake through 
ithe small outlet creek into the York 
and Madawaska River systems that 
‘contain such lakes as Conroy Marsh, 
Centennial Lake, Norean Lake and 
| Calabogie Lake, then into the Ottawa 
‘River at Arnprior. 

Investigation so far has failed to 
show how Carp were introduced to the 
liake .as there only two families resi- 
dent on this body of water. The clos- 
lest Carp to the area is approximately 
'32 miles distant in the Trent Canals 
| system, and is in no way connected 
with Baner Lake. It is a fair assump- 
tion that Carp were either introduced 
by persons unknown or were acciden- 
tally let’ into the lake from a bait fish 
bucket. 

Carp are considered detrimental to 
some sports fish waters due to their 
prolific nature, and can become over- 
whelmingly abundant in a fishery 
when not controlled. In such instances 
Carp compete with spots fishes for 
space in the environment. 

Fisheries workers realize that to 
go ahead with an eradication program 
in the lake and outlet stream would 
naturally be a gamble, in that some 
of the Carp may have already gone 
downstream, even though none have | 
| been seen or taken in our test nets |

COR TEU HONS UP 


Old age pension payments will go 
up to $79.58 a month from $78.00, 
starting next January, when contribu- 
tors to the Canada Pension Plan will 
also start to pay more. 

The increase in the old age security 
pension payment will affect 1,600,000 
Canadians, ‘including those who will 
start drawing the pension for the first 
time swhen the qualifying age limit 
drops to 65 on January ist. 

In addition, some 780,000 Canadians 
qualifying for the guaranteed income 
supplement will start receiving $31.63 
compared with $31.20 being paid 
this year. 

The increases, anounced by the wel- 
fare department, result from the for- 
mula tying’ pension benefits to the 
cost of living. While the consumer 
price index rose by five per cent in
